Cohen's system 
provides a pass-through to the merchant at the merchant commerce business level. User directed to merchant sites is 
based on user's direction. Computer system of the claimed invention serves as an agent for the user to perform 
commerce transactions by presenting a selection of topics and finding a relevant merchant. Claimed invention relies 
upon user audio commands to the computer system and user responses to audio information from the computer 
system to perform commerce transactions.
